FAMILY IS HIT 

Tragedy struck the Nourse fam- 
ily of Stettler district Sunday 
afternoon when a truck driven by 
Frank Nourse, and carrying five of 
his children, collided with a car 
driven by W. Wedderburn, four 
miles south of Stettler . The family 
were on their way to pay a Christ- 
mas visit to Nourse’s married son. 

Nourse was killed and three 
children, ranging in age from 10 
to 17, were injured when the im- 
pact threw them onto the road 
from the back of the truck. Two 
other Nourse children, Neal and 

Florence, riding in the cab, were 
uninjured, Wedderburn and pas- 
senger Luke Stewart, in the car, 
were taken to Stettler hospita/ 
but were released later.

Reasons for Gas Export 


ion to the export of natural gas 
from Alberta has cropped up in various 
quarters and certain ingenious arguments 
have Been offered to support that position. 
Most of these opposing arguments are 
based upon a misundersianding of the 
situation or various aspects of it. 

For example, the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture, meeting recently in Cal- 
gary, went on record as opposing gas ex- 
port because, it maintained, natural gas 
should be reserved for the generation of 
power, for farm electrification, for irriga- 
tion and for industrial uses. 

Further, the Federation demanded that 
the present price level should be main- 
tained. 

With these general objectives the ma- 
jority of Alberta people will be in entire 
accord, 

The export of natural gas should not 
jeopardize the domestic market to the 
slightest degree. Indeed, this principle is 
so firmly established that the government 
has already laid down, as the prime pre- 
requisite of gas export, an adequate pref- 
erential supply for domestic uses for a 
long period in the future. 

It is difficult to see, then, how export 
licences could possibly affect the purposes 
mentioned by the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture since a supply adequate to the 
demands of these purposes must be defi- 
nitely established before export will be 
permitted. This is clearly enunciated gov- 
ernment policy. 

On the contrary, the export of natural 
gas would tend to increase the supply to 


the farmer in two ways: 

1. Because export would provide a 
source of additional revenue to the oil 
companies and thus encourage further ex- 
ploration and a constantly expanding sur- 
plus of gas. : 

2. Because, since 99 per cent of the 
rural areas can be supplied with gas only 
in propane form, this increasing surplus 
will make more gas available for propane 
distribution. Export, then, will tend to in- 
crease the quantity of bottled gas to farms 
and small towns, 

Clearly, it is to the advantage of farm- 
ers and the whole rural population to ex- 
pedite gas export. 

The problem of price protection is not 
difficult. It may be effected by legislation 
or it may be effected by exploiting fields 
for export that are too remote to supply 
the domestic market. ~ 

At any rate, as the supply is increased 
through new explcration, the law of supply 
and demand should stabilize the price. 

Since the legislature is to deal with 
gas export in the February session, it is 
desirable that the matter be given the 
widest public debate before that session 
opens. 

But that debate should be conducted 
on the facts, not on fables. It should fol- 
low the line of truth, not half-truths. 

Actually there is no more reason why 
there should be contention over the ex- 
port of gas than over the export of wheet 
or any other abundant produet of this 
province. 

This generality is endorsed by a close 
examination of every aspect of the case. 


The Strange Communists of China 


One of the most pertinent commen- 
taries ever offered on the inconsistencies 
of Communism was seen in the manner of 
the departure of the Red Chinese delega- 
tion from the shores of the wicked ‘capi- 
talistic United States. 

This Red Chinese delegation to the 
United Nations arrived rather shabbily. 
The seven men and two women in the 
party had little Mggage and well-worn 
clothing. 

They left, last week,-after a shopping 
spree in New York, in expensive new 
furs and brand new coats and suits. The 
women sported orchids. They carried 
2,627 pounds of luggage consisting of 
literally tons of luxuries purchased in New 
York’s fashionable stores. 

Now in this country we have no objec- 
tion to anybody buying and using what- 
ever luxuries they can afford. 

But these people are Communists, That 


means that they believe in communal 
ownership, in a communal level of living 
standards. 

If they propose to distribute orchids 
and fur coats and radios, phonographs, 
books and cameras among all the people 
of China, their shopping splurge in New 
York was not only excusable but laudable. 

We doubt, however, if even 2,627 
pounds of luggage would supply China's 
millions with these luxuries. 

The New York adventure seems to be 
typical of the class spewed to the top in a 
Communist upheaval, 

The Chinese Communist leaders, just 
as the Russian Communist leaders, demand 
a standard of luxury and power far be- 
yond that dreamed of by the most bloated 
plutocrats in a capitalistic state. 

It is just one more visual proof that 
Communism is a racket and that Commu- 
nist leaders are gangsters. 


The Italians Look Back Again 


There seems to be some concern in 
Europe over: the resurgence of a fascist 
spirit in Italy. While Italian law forbids 
any fascist demonstration, crowds of 
Italian youths still parade through towns 
and cities singing the songs popularized 
by Mussolini and giving the form of salute 
connected with his regime. 

It is doubtful if there is anything in 
all this nonsense serious enough to worry 
about. 

What Italian youngsters really look 
back to is not Mussolini. but the Caesars. 

Just as Mussolini's tinsel empire was 
only a pitiful imitation of the state of 
Augustus ind Julius, so is this neo- 
fascism only another silly attempt to re- 


create a power and a glory that are as 
dead as a bow] of macaroni. 
This historical ftostalgia is common in 


every nation that has passed its peak of 


greatness, 

Franco builds his spurious Spanish emi- 
nence on a distorted remembrance of the 
Emperor Charles V. 

Russia looks back to the national 
renaissance inspired by Peter the Great. 

But it is all counterfeit. It is all a 
brummagem attempt to make the glorious 
past live again. 

The forms and rituals of greatness can- 
not make greatness any more than even 
a clever stage setting can make the field of 
Agincourt a reality after 536 years.

Ringworm of Scalp 
Calls for Protection 


During the past few years 4% 
number of communities have been 
troubled with outbreaks or small 
epidemics of ringworm of scalp. 
Tnis disorder, the medical name 
for which is 
tinea capitis, at- 
tacks schoo! 
children in par- 
ticular and has 
been respons § 
ible for a lot of 
trouble to par- 
ents, teachers, 
health officials, 
end physicians, 
not to mention 
tne youngsters themselves. 

The disease tends to spread 

rapidly from an infected person 
to a healthy one. The backs of 
seats are particularly likely to 
harbor the infection. Consequently 
buses, streetcars, moving picture 
theatres and similar places are 
suupces of danger whenever there 
is an epidemic of this scalp dis- 
ease. 
At least two suggestions have 
been made to lessen this danger: 
children should wear hats or caps 
to protect them, and disposable 
and frequently changed paper 
covers or guards can be placed on 
the backs of seats used by chil- 
dren, 


Symptoms 
Easily Seen 

The symptoms of ringworm of 
the scalp are usutlly typical. The 
hair falls out in patches oa the 
back and sides, The skin of the 
awolved part of the scalp be- 
comes scaly and the hairs lose

cheir lustre and break off near 
the rocts. 

A diagnosis which is medically 
satisfying can only be made with 
the help of some special equip- 
ment, It involves the use of a 
special kind of ultra-violet light 
used in a darkened room. Also 
scrapings from the scalp must 
usually be taken and examined 
under the microscope. 

All this is time consuming, but 
if it were done at once on the 
first child to show suspicious 
signs it would help to stop the 
outbreak early and thus save a 
lot of future trouble. 

Once ringworm of the scalp has 
been discovered, two steps have 
to be taken at once, One, of 
course, is to treat the individual 
child, Unfortunately, there is no 
quick sure cure and youngsters 
and parents will have to resign 
themselves to a long and often 
discouraging series of treatments. 


Should Be 
Localized 

The other step which has to be 
taken right away is to try to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. 
Since it is contagious, every effort 
must be made to protect well chil- 
dren from coming in contact with 
infected objects. 

One of the problems which has 
caused a good deal of trouble ts 
the time which infected children 
lose from school. Probably this 
worries the parents and teachers 
more than the children, Never- 
theless in at least one outbreak 
the problem was successfully 
sclved by setting up special 
classes for those who acquired the 
Ulseuse.

What Were 
Chinese Thinking 


What did puzzle me, rom time 
to time, in the last couple of years 
in France, was what the Chinese 
were thinking. 

Our big shots had imported vast 
numbers of Chinese laborers to 
work behind the lines. They were 
kept in cages at night—only a 
aegree less confined than Ger- 
man or Austrian prisoners-of- 
war, who were also kept behind 
barbed wire till they were sent 
farther back. 

I can remember wondering: 

“What are those Chinese think- 
ing of this white man’s war?” 

We knew they were learning to 
use the white man's weapons, For 
one day, either by accident or 
design, a German aytator had 


bombed a Chinese work cage 
camp, The infuriated pals of the 
killed or injured Chinese work- 
ers rushed to the nearby German 
prison cage and burled live Mills 
bombs into the crowds inside, 
Some of us were shocked at 
that, Some of us were just 
amused, Some, war-hardened, 
said “it serves the Heinies right.” 


We're Getting 


The Answer 

But time and again I asked my- 
self: “What ideas will these fel- 
lows take back to China?” 

Now, surely, the world is get- 
ting part of the answer. 

The Western Christian nations 
taught the peoples of the long- 
sleeping East to make modern 
war, The West finally even suc- 
ceeded in getting the Eastern 
peoples to adopt nationalism— 
which was almost inconceivable 
to most Asians at the turn of the 
century. 

It was not the heathen, pagan, 
or even non-Christian nations 


which brought the world to - 


where we are today—not what 
Kipling called “the lesser breeds 
without the law.” 

It was those where almost 
every child had been told the 
greatest, most hopeful, most in- 
spiring story ever told, about the 
birth of the Prince of Peace. 


All Part Of 


Christendom 

Germany, Italy, Russia were all, 
like us, part of “Christendom.” 

But what did we in the North 
and West teach the not-so-enlight- 
ened peoples of the South and 
East? 

Was it, in practice, the message 
which the angel brought to the 
shepherds? 

Was it “peace on earth, good- 
will toward men?” Or was it 
nationalism, power politics, grab- 
what-and-how-you-can, and the in- 
separable product of these—war? 

We in the West may have a 
little moment to repent—to OR- 
GANIZE the peace on earth of 
which we have sung for 1950 
Christmases. But it's about one 
minute to midnight, as I read the 
clock,

Food Crisis 


As Troubles Increase 


By A. T. STEELE 

The enormous difficulties im- 
posed on India by the grave iriter- 
national situation, a “terrific food 
problem,” sad the task of re- 
habiilitating nine million refugees 
from Pakistan were underlined 
by Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru in an interview at his resi- 
dence in New Delhi. 

With candid informality Nehru 
told this correspondent of his 
hopes and fears for the future. 
He talked also of Indo-American 
relations and of the obstacles 
standing in the way of complete 
understanding between the In- 
dian and American peoples, 

“It makes one so angry,” he 
said, in speaking of his country's 
food problem—a problem that has 
exaspera(ingly upset India's plans 
for rapid rehabilitation of her 
hard pressed economy. 

“We had counted on good 
crops. Instead, during the past 
four months every possible cal- 
amity has happened. We have 
had earthquakes, floods, droughts 
and visitations of locusts. Con- 
sequentiy we face a terrific food 
problem, Vast areas are affected, 
At the moment the only province 
with a food surplus is East Pun- 
jab, and even there they have had 
floods.”

Nehru recalled the terrible Ben- 
gal famine of 1943 in which three 
and a half million people died: 

“We cannot afford that kind of 
thing again. So we must strain 
our utmost to get food from the 
four corners of the earth. We 
have already ordered four million 
tons to be delivered from January 
onward. Even getting the neces- 
sary shipping is formidably dif- 
ficult.” 

The prime minister was puzzled 
by the impression abroad that 
India was “too proud” to accept 
food assistance from the United 
States. “Obviously,” he said, 
“India would welcome American 
aid as long as it has no political 
strings attached.” 

The prime minister explained 
why some Indians are more sym- 
pathetic to the United Kingdom 
than to the United States. 

According to Nehru, there are 
three reasons for this. Firstly, the 
British made a good impression 
here by the manner in which they 
left India. Secondly, in world af- 
fairs, England is “not such @ 
dominant country.” Thirdly, In- 
dians, generally speaking, are 
sympathetic to the Labor party's 
economic policy. 

India, said Nehru, tends to 
think in mildly socialistic terms 
and is moving toward socialism.
